c In response to my review of the proposed claim set for the EP version 

of this matter, I noted four minor typographical errors in the proposed claims. 
I determined that these typographical existed in the US application as well 
which is in the final stages of allowance (subject to an Ex Parte Quayle). 

Accordingly, I contacted Examiner Getzow to discuss this matter. 
Two issues were discussed: 

(1 ) To ask him to correct these errors via an Examiner's 
Amendment. With my assurance that these were 
typographical errors that did not effect the scope of 
the claims, he seemed amenable to making the 
changes. The changes are: 

(a) Claims 55 and 58, line 6, change "thread" to - 
threaded--. 



(b) Claims 57 and 60, line 6, delete "thread". 

(2) We discussed that I had submitted a response to the Ex 
Parte Quayle on 05/27/04 and he stated that this response 
should have come up on his docket system by now. He will look 
into moving this matter forward.
